To  an  American  the  idea  of  a  centralized 
republic,  like  thai  of  France,  is  extremely 
repugnant,  for  it  is  in  many  respects  nothing 
but  a  monarchy  with  an  elective  chief,  In 
such  a  government  popular  liberty  is 
practically  a  gift  from  the  executive,  and  its 
measure  varies  with  his  mood  and  liberality. 
Uruguay  and  Chili  are  governed  by  that 
system,  and  in  practice  Argentina  is  no 
different  although  a  pretense  is  made  of 
allowing  the  provinces  to  govern  them- 
selves. So  far  as  our  personal  preferences 
and  sympathies  go,  we  have  preferred  to  see 
Brazil  organized  on  the  federal,  rather  than 
the  central  system,  because  it  contains  in 
reality  the  only  true  republican  principle 
and  is  tbe  only  logical  result  of  organized 
self-government.  The  experiences  of  tbe 
past  year  have  convinced  us,  however,  that 
the  federal  republic  for  Brazil  is  at  present 
practically  impossible.  We  have  never  felt 
much  confidence  in  the  successful  issue  of 
the  experiment  uf  creating  a  republic  of  any 
kind  in  Brazil,  simply  because  the  people 
are  not  prepared  for  it;  but  if" the  experiment 
must  be  made,  then  it  should  be  that  which 
is  best  suited  to  the  temper  ami  traditions  of 
the  people  ami  which  will  give  the  best 
results.  Much  as  \vc  object  to  the  French 
system  on  principle,  we  are  convinced 
thai  in  practice  it  is  ilieonly  one  suited  for 
Brazil.  In  spite  of  every  effort  to  the 
contrary,  the  tendency  has  been  steadily 
toward  that  of  a  centralized  government,  the 
executive  power  has  been  wholly  influenced 
by  the  sentiments  and  purposes  of  that 
school,  and  even  legislation  itself  has  un- 
consciously been  drifting  in  that  direction. 
The  Brazilian  constitution  declares  that  the 
government  is  that  of  a  federative  republic, 
but  in  practice  it  lias  been  a  centralized 
republic  administered  according  to  the 
traditions  and  by  the  methods  of  the  recently 
overthrown  monarchy.  There  are  not  a 
dozen  officials  in  the  whole  country,  in  our 
opinion,  who  conduct  themselves  toward 
the  people  in  a  truly  democratic  spirit;  10 
all  intents  and  purposes  they  are  still  the 
appointees  and  representatives  of  a  central, 
irresponsible  power,  against  which  there 
is  no  other  appeal  than  that  of  the  sword. 
As  long  as  this  inconsistency  led  to  no  bad 
results,  it  might  be  tolerated  for  a  time, 
trusting  that  time  and  experience  would 
some  day  solve  the  difficulty  ;  but  in  view  of 
the  present  situation  in  two  stales,  and  of 
the  discords  arising  in  others,  we  are  inclined 
to  believe  that  it  will  be  wiser  to  meet  the 
question  frankly  and  modify  the  system  to 
suit  the  real  needs  of  the  country.  In 
Matto  Grosso  and  in  Rio  Grande  local 
(actions  have  appealed  to  arms  for  the 
settlement  of  disputes  which  should  be  left 
to  the  decision  0/  the  ballot.  If  the  people 
are  unwilling  to  submit  to  that  decision — 
and  the  elections  in  almost  every  state  prove 
that  they  are  not — then  the  material  and 
moral  interests  of  the  country  demand  that 
the  central  government  shall  be  strong 
enough  to  maintain  order,  and  to  protect 
life  and  property.  If  the  people  are  disposed 
to  fight  over  the  control  of  state  governments, 
then  that  control  should  be  transferred  to 
the  central  government.  The  republic  itself 
can  never  prosper  as  long  as  its  stales  are 
torn  by  factional  wars.  Brazil  is  and 
always  has  been  ruled  by  factions,  and  until 
the  people  are  educated  to  a  higher  plane  of 
intelligence  and  independence  that  state  of 
political  society  must  continue.  The  prac- 
tical government  for  such  a  people,  therefore, 
must  be  strongly  centralized,  and  it  must 
dominate  all  ihe  factions  which  are  now 
rendering  local  government  impossible. 


While  the  discussion  is  in  progress 
regarding  the  proposal  to  extend  pecuniary 
assistance  to  national  industries,  why  would 
it  not  be  well  lor  the  native  press  to  go  into 
an  exhaustive  study  of  the  whole  question  ? 
There  are  a  great  many  reasons  why  such 
aiil  should  not  be  given,  and  there  are  many 
reasons  lor  believing  that  it  would  result  in 
serious  injury  to  the  whole  country.  It  is 
not  a  matter  of  sentiment,  nor  of  patriotism  ; 
it  is  a  plain  matter  of  business,  involving  a 
large  expenditure  of  moneyand  the  incurring 
of  a  large  addition  to  the  public  debt,  and 
implying  an  important  result  to  the  country 
in  the  shape  of  profit  or  loss.  As  for  the 
debt,  there  are  but  few  who  will  contest  the 
assertion  that  it  will  he  a  great  injury  to  the 
financial  credit  of  the  country.  It  remains 
to  be  seen,  therefore,  whether  the  friends  of 
the  measure  can  show  immediate,  or  pros- 
pective benefits  which  can  counterbalance 
these  prejudices.  What  pecuniary  benefits 
will  the  country  derive,  may  we  ask,  from  a 
stamping  factory  using  imported  sheet-iron, 
or  from  a  flour  mill  using  imported  wheat, 
or  Irom  factories  using  imported  yarn  or 
fibres,  or  from  a  box  factory  using  imported 
straw-boards,  or  from  a  steam  laundry, 
etc.  ?  We  can  understand  that  an  industry 
which  cheapens  goods,  or  stimulates  the 
production  of  a  raw  material,  confers  solid 
benefits  on  the  whole  country,  but  when  it 
must  live  on  imported  raw  materials,  and 
serves  to  increase  the  cost  of  goods,  then  its 
claim  to  be  a  benefit  to  the  country 
requires  study.  It  lias  been  our  belief  that 
a  country  is  truly  prosperous  and  strong 
only  when  its  lower  classes  are  able  to 
accumulate  wealth  and  enjoy  the  comforts 
of  life,  Enriching  the  few  at  the  cost  of 
Ihe  many,  is  an  indication  neither  of 
prosperity,  nor  ol  molality.  A  measure, 
like  a  homestead  land  act,  which  places  the 
opportunity  for  gaining  a  home  and  indepen- 
dent means  of  livelihood  in  ihe  hands  uf  the 
poor,  is  certainly  a  benefit  to  the  whole 
country,  for  it  increases  production,  the 
economic  capital  of  the  stale  and  the 
revenue.  A  measure  which  improves  means 
of  communication  and  cheapens  the  costs 
of  transportation,  is  also  a  benefit  to  the 
whole  country,  and  so  is  an  industry  which 
consumes  raw  products  of  the  country,  or 
stimulates  production.  But  how  is  it  with 
the  great  majority  of  industries  now  seeking 
aid  from  ihe  public  treasury  >  Who  will 
go  through  the  list,  one  by  one,  and  tell 
us  how  they  nre  to  benefit  the  country 
sufficiently  lu  warrant  the  losses  of  money 
and  credit  incident  to  the  measure  under 
consideration  ?

SANT'OS.-DETENTIOA'  OF  SiriP. 
To  the  Editor  of  The  Journat  0/  Commerce, 

t  Silt, —We  arc  to  hand  with  El  letter  from  a 
German  owner,  whose  shin  arrived  tit  Santos  on 
the  1  atli  of  I  )ecember  last,  having  on  board  a  cargo 
of  general  merchandise  from  this  port.  The  cap- 
tain then  reported  that  he  expected  to  get  away  111 
May  or  June,  there  being  then  113  vessels  on  turn 
before  his,  Since  then,  however,  mutters  have 
further  complicated,  for  in  a  letter  dated  April  25111 
the  captain  informed  Ins  owner  that  he  exoecfett  to 
be  another  eight  months,  because  all  discharging 
by  turn  had  entirely  been  dispensed  with;  only 
vessels  arriving  from  Europe  with  guaranteed  dis- 
charging day,  were  being  discharged,  while  the 
claims  of  those  having  to  rely  upon  the  custom  of 
the  port  were  simply  ignored,  and  consignees 
evidently  could  do  so  with  impunity,  since  all  law 
and  order  hatl  disappeared,  Under  these  circum- 
stances the  owner  asks  whether  he  would  not  he 
justified  hi  sending  the  ship  away,  and  to  deliver 
the  eargo  at  the  nearest  available  port,  against  pay- 
ment of  freight,  or  if  no  consignees  be  forthcoming, 
to  sell  the  cargo  in  order  to  realize  his  freight .  No 
douht  exceptional  circumstances  justify  exceptional 
measures,  and  we  should  be  glad  of  your  opinion 
on  the  question  raised  by  the  owner;  we  do  not 
think  there  is  an  exact  precedent  to  rely  upon,  hul 
the  question  is  whether  the  case  may  not  be  analo- 
gous with  that  of  a  ship  unable  to  reach  her  port 
of  destination,  and,  therefore,  proceeding  to  the 
nearest  available  port,  because,  although  tins  vessel 
lias  arrived  at  Santos,  she  finds  it  impossible  to 
discharge  her  cargo  there.— Vours,  &c,

[The  detention  is  so  unreasonable  as  to  destroy 
the  venture  of  the  parties  lo  the  agreement.  As 
the  shin  has  been  chartered  to  convey  a  cargo  to  a 
port  where  it  cannot  be  discharged,  we  should  say 
that  the  master  would  be  justified  in  leaving  Santos 
and  warehousing  tbe  cargo  for  freight  and  charge- 
thereon.  We  think  that  bv  English  law  no  damages 
could  he  recovered  from  the  shipowner  under  the 
circumstances.  The  consignee  might,  however, 
succeed  in  securing  an  arrestment  on  application 
to  the  local  tribunal,  and,  if  so,  the  ship  could  be 
detained.  The  question  is  surrounded  with  diffi- 
culties, hul  we  recommend  notice  being  given  to 
consignee,  and,  if  neglected,  to  leave  the  port.—

"One  of  the  undeveloped  sources  nfweallh  we 
hare  in  Mexico  is  the  plaining  of  India-rubber 
trees,'' says  Hon,  Matins  Romero,  writing  in  ihe 
India- Rubber  Woild.  "  Duong  my  slay  in  Soco- 
miscn,  in  the  slate  of  Chiapas,  near  the  boundary 
line  with  Guatemala,  Irom  1K73  lo  1875,  l  had 
occasion  lu  see  thousands  of  wild  rubber  trees 
graving  near  the  const.  The  value  of  these  trees, 
which  were  wantonly  deslroyed  even  when  young, 
in  erder  to  extract  Irom  them  the  juice  which  forms 
Ind'.wubber,  suggested  to  me  Ihe  convenience  of 
mating  a  plantation,  as  I  was  sine  ihev  would  sum, 
he  entirely  exterminated,  and  I  conceived  ihe  idea 
uf  Marling  one  myself,  and  I  bought  10  that  end 
sueli  land  as  1  [bought  was  suitable  for  thai  pur- 
pose.'* To  make  Ihe  planlalion  intelligently  I 
applied, mvsell  10  study  all  [  eoubl  ahout  ihe

—A  passenger  on  the  Central  railway  was  robled 
on  the  23rd,  of  5,000$  between  this  city  and  Helen, 
by  two  men  who  left  the  train  at  the  latter  plae. 
A  complaint  was  made  to  the  station-master,  fie 
police  were  advised  and  the  two  rogues  were  'crp- 
tured  with  the  money  in  their  possession.  This  is 
good  work  and  the  lielem  police  deserve  a  com- 
pliment for  it. 

—A  Victoria  telegram  of  the  25th  says  that  ay'j/'s 
de  direito  of  Rio  1'ardo  complains  that  a  Mirfs 
Geraes  judicial  authority  had  trespassed  tipm 
Espiritojjji&pto  territory,  and  had  disregarded,  tie 
admonirlbns  in  regard  to  bis  illegal  action.  Tie 
coyernor  0/  Espirito  Santo  had  obtained  the  dou- 
ijiients  necessary  for  a  reclamation  to  the  Miiis 
Gie'raes  state  government  for  the  purpose  of  seci|- 
ing  a  settlement  of  these  old  boundary  disputes. 


OUTRAGES  IN  SANTOS. 
According  to  the  Pais  of  yesterday,  which  quote 
largely  from  an  Italian  exchange,  several  unwar- 
ranted outrages  have  recently  occurred  in  the  pet 
of  Santos  which  demand  immediate  repression 
No  civilized  country  would  permit  such  aggressions 
on  the  part  of  its  officials,  and  no  foreign  conimc- 
cial  nation  is  likely  to  submit  to  them,  If  t£ 
stories  told  are  true,  the  Brazilian  foreign  ministr 
will  very  soon  have  a  demand  for  satisfaction  m 
bis  bands  which  will  cause  no  slight  embaras. 
ment     If  the  govcrnmant  chooses  to  make  amens 


at  once  and  to  put  a  stop  to  the  brigandage  and 
violence^  which  have  for  some  time  existed  In 
Santos,  it  will  in  great  measure  retrieve  the  credit 
which  it  has  lost ;  if,  however,  it  prefers  to  tem- 
pori/eaud  to  let  these  abuses  go  unchecked,  serious 
jesuits  will  sure'y  fo  low 

According  to  the  narrative  published  in  the  Pah 
the  master  of  the  Italian  brig  I'ietro  Ten,  by  name 
Mario  Anatra,  was  nsked  by  some  custom-house 
guards  on  the  15th  if  a  woman  employed  on  board 
as  cook  was  not  there  for  immoral  purposes  The 
master  was  naturally  indignant  and  did  not  hesitate- 
to  tell  the  guards  what  be  thought,  Half-an-hour 
later  los  ship  was  attacked  by  11  doien  guards,  and 
Capt,  Anatra,  coming  out  of  bis  cabin  unarmed, 
was  CUt  down  with  swords,  beaten  brutally,  and 
then  carried  ashore  a  prisoner,  The  next  day  he 
was  liberated  with  the  admonition  that  he  should 
have  a  care  the  next  time  not  to  insult  the  guards. 
The  Tlalian  consul  then  asked  for  a  cerpa  delicto  on 
the  injured  man,  which  was  not  accorded.  Shortly 
after  Capt.  Anatra  died  with  a  traumatic  fever, 
resulting  from  his  injuries,  hut  the  officials  called 
it  yellow  fever,  as  a  means  of  concealing  the 
crime. 

The  officers  of  the  Italian  steamer  Mentana  being 
witnesses  of  the  outrage,  talked  about  it  openly  and 
expressed  their  indignation  more  freely  than  the 
guilty  parties  liked,  so  an  assault  was  made  on  that 
ship  on  ihe  night  of  the  aisi  by  a  party  of  about 
45  guards  and  policemen,  armed  with  guns, 
revolvers  anil  swords.  The  crew  of  the  Men/ana 
M'cw^iS  themselves  as  best  they  could.  Finally  a 
reinforcement  of  sailors  from  ihe  Italian  steamer 
Santa  h'e  enabled  the  crew  to  drive  their  assailants 
ashore,  and  the  captain  then  took  measures  to 
prevent  another  invasion  by  drawing  away  from 
shore.  In  reply  to  the  complaints  of  the  Ita'ian 
consul  the  delegado  of  police  a.nAgltarda  tttOf  stated 
that  they  could  not  guarantee  the  punishment  of 
the  criminals,  nor  verify  the  damages  on  board,  nor 
prevent  a  reproduction  of  the  assault,  On  ihe 
contrary  they  sent  men  with  loaded  guns  to  pre- 
vent the  withdrawal  of  the  vessel.  In  view  of 
these  facts  the  government  should  not  lose  a 
minute  in  causing  an  impartial  investigation  and  in 
putting  a  stop  to  the  savagery  which  exists  in  that 
port.  If  the  Brazilian  government  does  not 
protect  the  foreign  vessels  and  seamen  in  its  ports, 
then  foreign  naval  forces  certainly  will. 


PKESENTA  TION. 


On  Saturday  evening  June  18th  the  employe's  of 
the  Sao  Paulo  railway  met  and  presented  Mr.  John 
Barker,  for  many  years  superintendent  of  the  loco- 
motive department  of  that  line  and  now  returning 
to  England,  with  an  address  and  testimonial  of 
their  high  appreciation.  In  the  unavoidable  ab- 
sence of  Mr.  Will.  Speers,  superintendent  of  the 
railway,  the  pleasing  task  of  presiding  and  making 
the  presentations  was  accorded  to  Sir,  R.  Gray, 
who  spoke  specially  of  the  harmony  and  good- 
fellowship  which  had  existed  among  the  officers  of 
the  road  since  Mr.  Barker's  connection  with  them. 
Sr.  Souz.a  Carvalho  then  spoke  in  behalf  of  the 
Brazilian  employes  of  the  company  and  of  the  high 
esteem  in  which  Mr.  Barker  is  held  among  them. 
Mr.  Thomas  Davies  spoke  for  the  English  work- 
ingmen  connected  with  the'  railway  and  heartily 
endorsed  all  that  had  been  said  in  Mr.  Barker's 
favor,  dwelling  particularly  on  the  impartiality 
which  had  marked  his  dealings  with  them  during 
so  long  a  period  of  supervision,  twenty  years  in  all 

The  presentation  consisted  of  a  valuable  silver- 
mounted  writing  desk,  complete,  for  Mr.  Barker, 
ami  a  large  silver  flower-stand  for  Mrs.  Barker. 

The  presentations  over,  the  hall  was  cleared  for 
a  dance,  which  lasted  until  tine  wee  snia'  hottrs  of 
Sunday  morning.  The  whole  affair  was-  thor- 
oughly enjoyed  and  will  be  Img  remembered  by 
rytme  present. 


SANITARY  IMPROVEMENTS  AT 

SAN70S. 

According  to  n  recent  letter  from  Professor 
Faeries,  of  Cornell  University,  10  wnmn  has  been 
confided  the  task  of  seeming  competent  sanptary 
engineers  to  report  upon  improvements  for  Santos, 
Campinas,  S.  Paulo,  etc.,  mud)  difficulty  has  been 
encountered  because  ol  late  reports  in  regard  lo 
tile  situation  in  Santos.  It  Ims  been  telegraphed 
that  ihe  dead  were  lying  unburied  in  the  .streets, 
and  that  the  whole  population  bad  left  the  town  ex. 
cepl  a  judge  and  a  priest,  who  a  ft  ei  wards  died. 
Prof.  Fuertes  lias  finally  succeeded  in  finding  a 
competent  engineer  for  the  preliminary  surveys, 
Mr.  Henry  Ojjden,  who  has  been  connected  with 
sanitary  works  in  Boston  and  Chicago,  and  who  is 
to  leave  (or  Brazil  July  1st. 

Prof.  Fuertes  proposes  to  have  thorough  pre- 
liminary  surveys  made,  anil  then  to  submit  the 
dam  obtained  to  the  best  hydraulic  and  sanitary 
engineers  in  ihe  United  Stales.  From  all  these 
reports  a  plan  will  be  developed  winch  he  leels 
certain  will  render  the  port  of  Santos  perfectly 
healthy. 

It  may  be  added  that  Prof.  Fuertes  has  made  a 
specialty  of  hydraulic  and  sanitary  engineering  and 
is  personally  lamiliar  with  ihe  works  executed  at 
Bo-ion,  Providence,  Baltimore,  New  Orleans  and 
Mobile. 


RIO  GRANDE. 


Affairs  in  Rio  Grande  are  still  to  a  great  extent 
matters  of  conjecture.  All  telegraphic  communi- 
cation with  Porto  Alegre  is  suspended,  except  lor 
official  purposes,  and  we  know  only  what  the 
authorities  choose  to  disclose  in  regard  to  the  situa- 
tion there.  It  is  now  reasonably  clear  that  the 
national  government  is  in  sympathy  with  the 
Custilhos  revolution,  although  it  is  nominally 
maintaining  neutrality.  Fear  of  the  growing 
influence  of  Silveira  Martins  is  probably  behind 
this  feeling.  So  far  as  can  be  a-certained  the  Cas- 
tilhos  party  has  obtained  possession  of  nearly  all 
the  principal  cities  and  is  receiving  much  popular 
support.  There  is  a  confusion  of  titles  which 
prevents  our  understanding  some  of  the  telegrams, 
as  for  instance  that  of  "patriots."  Last  November 
the  men  who  overthrew  Casttlhos  were  called 
patriots;  now  the  friends  of  Castilbos  are  some- 
times so  designated .  Tavares  is  still  at  Bage,  and 
according  to  one  telegram  has  5,000  men  under 
his  command.     Another  telegram  says  that  bodies 


of  "patriots"  are  marching  toward  Bage",  but 
whetheras  friends  or  enemies  we  do  not  know. 
Ceii.  Isidro  is  also  reported  to  be  marching  upon 
Bage  with  a  force  of  Castilbos  partisans, 

Since  our  la«t  issue  the  gunboat  Miira/o,  which 
had  ex-Cov.  llarros  Cassal  on  boa-d,  fired  upon 
Porto  Alegre  but  apparently  without  damage.  It  is 
saitl  that  the  Murajo  was  driven  away  by  the  federal 
troops  under  General  Bernardo  Vasques,  but  the 
report  comes  through  official  sources.  The  gun- 
boat, however,  turned  up  at  Rio  Giande  on  the 
25th  and  surrendered  to  t  >e  federal  authorities. 

As  General  Tavares  is  completely  cut  off  from 
direct  communication  with  tins  city,  we  have  no 
knowledge  of  his  purposes  and  movements.  It 
mav  be  considered  certain,  however,  that  we  have 
not  heard  the  last  of  this  most  extraordinary  revo- 
lution. The  whereabouts  of  Silveira  Martins  is 
not  repotted. 


Railroad    Notes 


—Surveys  on  the  Coxim  railway  line  were  com- 
menced at  Uberaba  on  the  2lst  inst. 

—We  hear  that  a  change  will  soon  occur  in  the 
administration  of  the  Central  railway. 

—The  Sao  Paulo  railway  officials  have  dismissed 
about  400  of  the  Strikers  at  the  Santos  station. 

— Dr.  Parrcirns  Horta,  technical  director  of  the 
Leopoldina  company,  is  engaged  til  Inspecting  the 
lines  belonging  to  that  company, 

— The  new  company  formed  by  the  fusion  of  the 
Sorocabana  and  Iluana  lines  will  be  known  as  the 
Com  pallida  Uuiao  Sorocabana  e  Ituana. 

—  Tlie  minister  of  agriculture  has  instructed  the 
director  of  the  Central  railway  lo  give  preference 
in  shipping  lo  food  products  and  to  building 
materials  for  bouses  in  construction. 

—  The  recent  strike  on  ihe  terra  section  of  the 
S.  I'aulo  railway  has  continued  among  llie  laborers 
of  the  same  line  in  Santos,  One  of  the  principal 
causes  ol  ihe  difficulty  has  been  the  offers  of  higher 
wages  by  the  purl  improvements  contractors  of 
Santos, 

—The  minister  of  agriculture  lias  advised  the 
railway  fi seal izali on  bureau  that  he  lias  resolved  to 
authorize  night  freight  service  on  the  Silo  Paulo 
railway, and  instructs  him  accordingly  to  lake  what- 
ever steps  may  be  necessary  lo  carry  this  resolve 
into  execution. 

—Complaints  are  made  in  Sao  Paulo  lliat  the  S. 
Paulo  railway  lias  not  been  receiving  cargoes  horn 
llie  Mogyaita  lor  about  two  weeks.  No  complaints 
are  made,  however,  nf  the  delays  in  Santos  which 
make  it  impossible  for  the  S.  Paulo  line  lo  handle 
llie  said  cargoes. 

—  In  view  of  the  strike  among  laborers  of  ihe 
S.  Paulo  railway  the  superintendent  of  that  road 
has  requested  shippers  to  send  laborers  to  assist  in 
loading  the  cars  with  their  freight,  In  conse- 
quence of  ibis  measure  there  has  been  no  inter- 
ruption in  the  traffic. 

— Another  collision  occurred  on  the  Central 
railway  on  the  23rd,  the  Minas  express  irain 
running  into  a  cattle  car  at  Sapopeniba  and  killing 
»  number  of  beef  cattle.  A  few  passengers  were 
bruised  by  the  shock,  the  locomotive  was  badly 
injured  and  the  cattle  car  was  broken  up.  A  mis- 
placed switch  was  the  cause  of  the  accident. 

—In  Sao  Paulo,  according  to  a  telegram  of  the 
261I1,  the  connection  of  the  1'aulista  and  Sorocabana 
lines  from  Campinas  to  ltaya,  is  considered  as  a 
solution  ol  the  present  transportation  problems. 
We  are  inclined  lo  think,  however,  lliat  it  will 
serve  only  to  increase  them.  An  improvement  in 
ihe  port  ol  Santos  is  the  first  requisite,  after  which 
the  English  line  will  be  able  to  carry  nil  the  pro- 
duce now  offering. 

—We  must  again  call  attention  to  the  suggestion 
once  made  in  these  columns  to  the  effect  that  the 
government  should  secure  llie  services  of  an  ex- 
perienced foreign  manager  for  the  Central  railwav, 
who  has  had  experience  in  handling  a  heavy  traffic 
in  merchandise  and  passengers.  The  traffic  of  the 
Central  railway  is  small  compared  with  many 
foreign  railways  and  it  will  be  easy  to  find  a  man 
who  can  give  us  quick  and  efficient  service. 

— The  1st  ptemotor publico,  Dr.  Viveiros  de  Cas- 
tro, presented  his  final  denunciation  against  the 
directors  of  tlieConipanbia  Geral  on  the  23rd,  He 
asks  for  the  indictment  of  Srs,  Mello  Barreto, 
Teixeira  Leiie,  Trajano  de  Moraes,  Caslro  Barbosa, 
Rademaker,  Lynch  and  Mawson  under  Art.  338, 
$y  5  and  8  ol  the  Penal  Code,  of  Sr.  John  Henry 
Lowndes  for  having  taken  part  in  the  Morion, 
Rose  &  Co.  contract,  and  of  Conde  de  Leopoldina 
for  being  an  accomplice  of  ihe  Geral  directors  in 
the  criminal  transactions  cited. 

— The  public  works  and  colonization  committee 
ol  ihe  Chamber  of  Depulies  has  reported  a  bill 
authorizing  the  Mogyana  company  to  build  an  ex- 
tension, double  track,  metre  gauge,  from  the 
station  of  Ressaca  to  Sanlos.  The  company  will 
have  no  right  lo  interest  guarantee,  subsidy,  or 
any  other  favor  from  the  national  government,  and 
in  case  of  crossing  llie  line  ol  any  privileged  com- 
pany will  be  required  not  to  receive  passengers  and 
freight  within  the  zone  of  said  railway.  The  period 
of  four  years  is  fixed  lor  the  construction,  of  this 
extension. 

—The  first  business  undertaken  by  the  new 
minister  of  agriculture,  Dr.  Serzedello  Corr&i,  on 
his  assuming  charge  ol  that  department  on  ihe  23rd, 
was  that  of  reorganizing  the  Central  railway.  He 
went  himself  lo  see  the  stale  of  things  at  the  cen- 
tral and  Gamboa  stations  and  found  the  situation 
sufficiently  bad.  At  the  central  station  he  found 
the  space  devoted  to  the  dispatch  of  merchandise 
much  too  restricted  and  the  facilities  for  handling 
goods  tolally  inadequate.  At  ihe  Gamboa  station 
the  accumulation  of  merchandise  was  simply  aston- 
ishing. He  found  this  accumulation  amounted  to 
about  1,300  car-loads,  while  llie  station  is  able  to 
dispatch  only  30  car-loads  a  day,  and  the  average 
receipts  of  merchandise  on  the  days  specified  is 
about  30  car-loads  a  day.  The  minister  promises 
to  spare  no  effort  to  correct  this  prejudicial  state  of 
things.

—The  Spanish  girl  Xngela,  who  was  brnlnlly 
slahlseil  by  lu-r  lover  Montneri'nle,  died  in  the 
Miser! co rtlia  on  the  aisl,  Both  of  Die  nctors  in 
this  frightful  tragedy  are  now  dead, 

—There  were  two  assassinations  In  this  citv  on 
Tuesday,  the  last  day  of  Carnival.  One  of  them 
was  liy  a  soldier  who  killed  Ids  mistress  wilh  a 
clasp  knife,  the  other  liy  a  negro  in  masquerading 
allire. 

-The  new  Chilian  ironclad  Ptesidente  Prat 
arrived  here  from  Toulon,  en  route  for  Valparaiso, 
on  the  251I1.  She  is  not  yet  in  service,  and  is  being 
taken  out  by  a  foreign  crew.  For  this  reason  no 
salutes  were  exchanged, 

—The  bazaar  lor  the  benefit  of  the  British  Hos- 
pital at  Buenos  Aires  was  held  on  the  22nd,  23rd 
and  24II1  hist.  A  telegram  states  that  it  lias 
proved  a  great  success.  A  bazaar  lor  the  German 
Hospital  in  the  same  city  was  held  earlier  111  the 
mo  nth. 

-The  national  government  has  sent  won!  to  Rio 
Grande  thai  no  unauthorized  expenses  will  be  paid 
by  ilie  treasury,  neither  for  the  national  guards  nor 
(or  the  patriotic  battalions.  If  llie  llio  Grandenses 
want  to  carry  on  a  civil  war,  they  iniisi  pay  the 
expenses  themselves, 

—Our  news  from  Rio  Grande  continue  to  lie 
meagre  and  unsatisfactory.  The  government  nf 
cninse  prevents  the  free  dispalch  of  telegrams,  while 
an  effort  was  even  made  to  slop  the  distribution  o 
1  he  mails  brought  up  on  llie  Itaoca.  The  Pah  of 
Sunday  calls  attention  to  this. 

—On  the  22nd  the  Supreme  Court  granted  a  writ 
ol  habeas  coiptts  to  Guide  Kehasli5o  Pjniio.  The 
decision  was  based  upon  the  law  nf  September, 
1871,  which  fines  llie  period  of  one  year  from  the 
act  for  the  imprisonment  ol  parties  charged  with 
crimes.     That  law  should  be  repealed  at  once  ! 

—The  new  minister  of  agriculture,  commerce 
and  public  works,  Dr.  Serzedello  Correa,  look 
charge  of  that  department  on  1  he  23rd,  lie  has 
undertaken  to  clear  out  the  mass  ol  accumulated 
business  and  to  put  a  lot  of  things  to  rights.  There 
is  abundant  need  of  such  work  and  we  heartily 
wish  him  success. 

— Our  Buenos  Aires  sporting  exchange  says  that 
the  Brazilians  have  been  buying  racing  horses  righl 
and  left  down  there.  During  the  week  ending  the 
iSlli  £1,500  were  paid  for  Connaughl  and  £900  for 
Huron,  both  lo  be  shipped  at  once  to  Rio.  Other 
negotiations  were  in  progress  which  might  result  in 
the  sale  of  two  more  of  llie  best  horses  of  that 
city. 

—According  to  Aristides.  the  present  political 
situation  in  Rio  Grande  do  Snl  has  been  anxiously 
awaited  by  Vice-President  Floriann,  He  considers 
Gaspar  as  the  common  enemy.  Not  nine  months 
ago  Julio  de  Castilhos  was  the  common  enemy 
also,  but  just  now  he  is  the  friend  and  favorite  of 
those  who  turned  him  out  of  office  because  <>f  his 
adhesion  to  the  Deodoro  usurpation. 

—On  the  17th  inst,  the  Pah  advanced  llie  idea 
of  a  great  exposition  here  lo  commemorate  the 
fourth  centenary  of  the  discovery  of  Brazil  f  1500). 
No  one  seconded' the  motion  and  no  one  cabled  the 
proposal  abroad.  On  the  26th  the  cable  announces 
that  the  Figaro  proposes  a  great  exposition  in  Paris 
in  1900,  and  the  Pah  is  now  abusing  all  Brazil  for 
not  accepting  its  Idea  and  taking  possession  of  the 
field. 

—The  police  are  investigating  a  horrible  crime 
committed  on  the  191I1.  A  white  girl,  13  years  old, 
was  not  satisfied  with  her  situation  and  employed  a 
negro  to  find  a  belter  place  for  her.  The  miserable 
wretch  told  the  child  he  had  found  a  place,  enticed 
her  to  llie  room  of  a  friend,  or  accomplice,  and 
there  made  her  drunk.  The  negro,  his  Iriend  anil 
a  third  scoundrel  then  outraged  the  poor  child.  A 
lamp-post  should  be  employed  for  the  proper  exhi- 
bition ol  these  brutes. 

— The  unfortunate  indnstria  national  had  a 
meeting  on  the  25th,  at  the  Derby  Club.  It  was 
decided  to  appoint  a  grand  committee  lo  let  Con- 
gress fcliow  that  the  "aid  to  industries"  must  be 
forthcoming.  Why  cannot  the  indurtria  national 
organize  a  grand  procession,  and  have  every  mem- 
ber carry  on  his  stomach  a  large  placard  with  "We 
are  Starving"  printed  ibereon  ?  A  colleclion  would 
be  some  helgj  and  Brazilians  are  generally  charit- 
able. Perhaps  Buarque  Dives  would  assist  Buarque 
Lazarus  most  liberally.

—A  telegram  Irnm  Victoria  published  yesterdny 
says  that  the  American  packet  StgurattM  is  ex- 
pected to  call  nt  thni  port  on  her 'way  down  the 
coast,  and  that  henceforth  regular  calls  will  be 
made  there  by  the  steamers  of  ihis  line, 

— Thfl  newly  Imported  wrinkle  for  Carnival, 
"con/iti,"  turned  out  10  be  a  great  success.  It  is 
cleaner  and  more  agreeable  than  llie  " htmaga," 
and  it  reminds  us  of  Paris  and  Rome.

This  treaty  gives  Portugal  the  benefit 
of  a  difference  of  30%  in  duties  on  wine,  corks  nnd 
oil,  and  25%  in  duties  on  vinegar,  salt,  green  and 
dried  fruit,  onions,  garlic,  coarse  hoots  and  shoes, 
brushes,  slone,  including  marble,  lime  and  all 
articles  ol  clay  except  bricks.  In  compensation 
Brazil  gels  a  reduction  of  30%  on  the  duties  on 
cotton,  sugar,  hides,  farinha  de  inaiidioca,  sweel- 
meats  of  all  kinds,  vegetable  and  animal  fibres, 
rubber  and  lumber.  The  duration  of  this  treaty  is 
6  years,  and  Portugal  binds  itself  not  lo  make  a 
similar  treaty  with  Spain.
